TRANSMIT AMEBIC 
DYSENTERY_ INFECTION 
By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 

Nearly one out of eyery” 10 
persons is believed to harbor a 
tiny animal parasite called en- 
damoeba histolytica. This para- 
site is the cause of amebic dysen- 
tery, but not al) of those infected 
have active symptoms. In some, 
the amehas do not seem to cause 
any harm. Others may have only. 
vague symptoms in the stomach 
and intestines or occasional diar- 
rhea 

Nevertheless, those people who 
are not being seriously harmed 
by the -amebas present in their 
intestines are what are calied 
“carriers” they’ can pass the 
parasites on to other people, This 
is especially true if they have 
anything. to do with handling 
food. 


DEVELOPS SUDDENLY 


In many patients, the disease 
develops suddenly with pain and 
tenderness over the abdomen 
and frequent, and often bloody, 
bowel movements, The majority 
of patients recover after a 
stormy and severe illness. A ‘ew 
victims die, and others pass over 
into a chronic stage, or a stage 
‘n which symptoms are absent 
though the parasites may be still 
present 

Whenever a sudden illness of 
this develops, amebic infection 
must .be considered as one of 
the possible causes. The definite 
diagnosis can be made only by 
finding the ameba in the feces, 
with the aid of a microscope, 

The infection can be carried by 
food, water or files. It is never 
possible to tell “in advance 
whether an infected person will 4 
develop serious symptoms, mild 
symptoms or none at all 

Treatment, oi course, is likely 
to be more effective if it is he- 
gun early. Prevention is partic.” 
ularly important. Great care 
should be taken to see that food 
and water are pure, and that 
earriers of the ameba are dis 
covered.

Question: Why does a woman 
have a long labor when the mem- 
branes have been ruptured. 

Answer: When labor begins, 
the membrane helps to dilate the 
passages.
